CITY ASSESSOR’S OFFICE 


To the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 


First, I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the voters of the City of Rutland 
for their support, I am honored to serve as your new City Assessor. 


The last six months since the election have been a whirlwind moving into my new 
position here at City Hall and it was my goal to keep business running as usual. 


The Grand List as of April 1, 2021 totaled $1,029,595,829 which reflects a decrease from 
last fiscal year of $5,417,074. The decrease was largely due to the purchase of the former 
CSJ Athletic complex by the City of Rutland for $1,800,000 and a decrease in the 
business personal property of $3,579,674. The pandemic was extremely hard on local 
businesses with many reporting no new business equipment purchased along with further 
depreciation of current assets and many more businesses closing their doors altogether. 


The current Common Level of Appraisal (CLA) which measures how the current 
assessments are in comparison to fair market value by a percentage is 93.39% and the 
Coefficient of Dispersion (COD) which measures equity among taxpayers is 17.91%. If 
after completion of the equalization study the CLA comes in below 80% or the COD is 
higher than 20% the State of Vermont would require the City of Rutland to complete a 
City wide reappraisal. Our numbers are stable so it is unlikely that the State would order 
a reappraisal. 


Lastly, I would like to give my most heartfelt thank you to my predecessor Barry Keefe. 
I would not be your Assessor now without his encouragement and confidence in me to 
do the job and do it well for the taxpayers of the City of Rutland. His continued 
dedication to the City has been unwavering over the years and it shows in his continued 
guidance and support of me in his retirement. I cannot thank him enough.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


The city has lost a good person that worked and managed the building department, 
Robert Pelletier was a very hard working and dedicated employee and friend that will 
be dearly missed. 


The building department has seen a record number of inspections for fiscal year 2020- 
2021, with 245 COs inspections in the month of June alone (new record), 1722 COs, 247 
building permits (both are new records also) and 128 zoning permits. We are seeing an 
increase in house sales and rental tenants moving at a record pace. The team members of 
the department are the office coordinator, building inspector, assisted building inspector/ 
health officer and code enforcement officer, partnering with the zoning administrator. 
They are performing Certificate of Occupancy (CO) and building permit inspections; the 
health officer is inspecting buildings that might have health code violations and the code 
enforcement officer is enforcing city ordinances. 


The great people of Rutland City have become aware of the importance of building 
permits and COs with their properties and rentals. This department teams with other 
departments in the city to do our best to keep the people of Rutland City safe. 


I commend the team with all the hard work they do every day.

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PLANNING & ZONING DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During FY 2020-2021 the number of zoning permits issued slightly increase from 117 to 128. 


# of Zoning Permits 
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Over the last year, the Planning & Zoning Department has worked towards updating 
applications and overhauling processes to ensure a more efficient and effective permitting 
experience. One of the more significant improvements relates to the submission of a 
Development Review Board (DRB) application; applicants are now encouraged to coordinate 
with the Department of Public Works prior to submitting a DRB application in an effort to 
resolve issues at the beginning of the process rather than towards the end. 


Aside from departmental improvements, the Planning & Zoning Department continues to 
oversee the proposed revisions to the City’s zoning regulations. The City has contracted with 
PlaceSense who has worked diligently towards providing draft regulations for the Planning 
Commission to consider once the contract ends. The Commission will continue to work on 
the revisions going into the next fiscal year. 


For the upcoming fiscal year, please look for more improvements to processes and procedures 
to be introduced. Additionally, the Department, in conjunction with the Assessor’s 
Department, will be introducing a public mapping resource (AxisGIS) that will allow users to 
access information such as tax maps, assessing information, zoning information and more. 
This resource will be available late-202 1/early-2022.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMISSION 


To the Mayor of Rutland, Honorable Board of Aldermen and the Citizens of the City of 
Rutland: 


Rutland City has the responsibility for the maintenance of the following city cemeteries; 
West Street Cemetery, Old Congregational Cemetery on North Main Street, House of 
Correction’s Cemetery located behind Northwest School, and the Poor Farm Cemetery 
located at the transfer station off Gleason Road. The keys to the gates of West Street and 
Old Congregational Cemeteries are available at Rutland City Hall, Rutland Recreation 
Center or from the cemetery commissioner upon request. 


In August, The Rutland Moose Club 1122 and Cub Scout Troop 120 provided more than 
40 volunteers to work in the West Street Cemetery. This group, which included men, 
women and children of all ages, cleaned, straightened, and repaired a large portion of 
this historic burial ground. The Moose Club also provided the equipment necessary to 
remove and haul 45 trailer-loads of brush that had accumulated along the fence line in 
the cemetery. The Moose Club also provided a well-received and appreciated lunch for 
the volunteers. It was wonderful community event and the club is planning on making 
this an annual August project. 


One of the largest monuments in the West Street Cemetery had toppled this spring. The 
Rutland Recreation Department brought in necessary equipment and staff to successfully 
place the monument back on its pedestal. The Recreation Department also provided 
much needed stone and fill to West Street which allowed us to do much needed 
restoration in this burial ground this year. 


Rutland Dismas House, under the guidance of Director, Eric McGuire, has adopted the 
House of Correction’s Cemetery. This burial site is located along the bike path behind 
Northwest School. Dismas residents will mow and do general maintenance at this unique 
city cemetery. 


The city had previously approved repairs to the fence for the North Main Cemetery. This 
fence has needed attention for decades and it was anticipated to be completed in fiscal 
year 2019. There has been no action on the fence repair this year. 


The Ann Story Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution continues to place 
the flags on the veterans’ graves before Memorial Day. If any group is interested in 
helping placing flags on veteran burial sites next year, please contact the cemetery 
commissioner. 


The city’s cemetery grounds continue to need attention. There is a great need for the 
city forester to do a comprehensive review of what trees should be pruned, removed 
etc. in the city’s cemeteries. It is unfortunate that many of the plantings in the city 
cemeteries have been neglected for years. The city removes trees that have died due to 
disease and age, but a comprehensive overview of the existing horticulture in the 
cemeteries is long overdue. 


A large pine tree in the North Main Cemetery continues to be a concern. This has been 
reported in the annual report for many years. When the branches and/or tree finally fall 
in the cemetery, the damage that will be done to the old monuments will be substantial. 
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The old mausoleum in the West Street Cemetery continues to have severe structural 
issues and the front wall is collapsing. The city needs have a plan on what should be done 
with this structure in the near future. 


Rutland’s old burial grounds are still in the long and tedious process of being restored. 
The old marble stones tell much of the history of our city. Veterans from all the 
colonial wars and many of the original settlers of Rutland are resting in these city’s 
cemeteries. The commissioner encourages city residents or anyone interested in the 
history of Rutland, to help in the restoration efforts. If you or a group wishes to assist, 
please contact the cemetery commissioner.

I respectfully submit the following Annual Report for the Rutland City Clerk’s office, for 
the year ending June 30", 2021 


Fiscal Year 2020-2021. COVID-19 is still with us, yet we are getting back to a more 
normal or maybe a new normal operating practice. Mask and PPE items filled a majority 
of our fiscal year.

My sincere thanks to Tracy Kapusta (Deputy Clerk), Sara Magro 
(Purchasing Agent) and Julie Tripodi (First Assistant/Land Records Clerk), for 
providing prompt, curtious and professional service to all who requested it during these 
very different times. I am thankful to our public for understanding the circumstances, 
finally, there is light at the end of the tunnel.

Creating a strategic long-term plan for the department started with an assessment of your 
assets. I had our Motor Officer Lieutenant Lacz, make an assessment of our apparatus. 
Prior to this time, it was discovered that our 2004 KME Pumper had a crack in its frame, 
that could not be repaired economically. It was taken out of service. Investigation would 
reveal that eight other fire departments in the immediate New England area, had 
experienced similar frame failures despite our intensive cleaning procedures. 


On April 5, 2021, the Board of Alderman approved the purchase of a 2021 Ferrara 
1500GPM Pumper. The truck was the result of our truck design committee, charged 
with getting us the best apparatus, compliant to all standards, with a renewed emphasis 
on financial responsibility to the Fire Equipment Fund. Preparing for the future 
replacement of other aging apparatus, was key to this approach. 


Another area of assessment is our Personnel Protective Equipment (PPE). Our current 
versions cost approximately $3,700 apiece for coat, pants, boots, etc. Buying all 
members new sets, at the same time, is budgetarily difficult. With the Mayor’s help, and 
the Board’s, we have returned to our previous practice of buying 5 sets a year ina 
budget line, avoiding a $100,000 impact to the taxpayers every rotation. 


Working with other departments within the City, we have managed to stretch our funds to 
maximize the yields. An example of this is the replacement of our front apron. Although 
the actual resurfacing occurred in July 2021, many untold hours were spent on 
developing a plan, creating the drawings and implementing the removal of sub- 

standard fill. Providing a solid base to the new ramps was paramount, as the old apron 
had not been designed for the weight of the new apparatus. Thanks to Commissioner 

Jim Rotondo and City Assoc. Engineer Ted Gillen for their efforts and concern 
throughout this endeavor. 


Another way was the re-assignment of our 1992 GMC Kodiak Boom Truck to the City 


Forester. As it had become surplus to this department, passing it along to the City 
Forester’s, provided added safety to their staff as well as a savings to the taxpayers. 
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Services Provided 


The department provides a municipal fire alarm system, fire suppression services, 
emergency medical assistance, fire prevention, public education, hazardous materials 
operations and decontamination. In addition, we have teams trained and equipped to 
respond to swift water and boat rescues, technical rescue incidents involving extrication 
from heavy vehicles and machinery, rescue from confined spaces, trench collapse rescue 
and can perform high and low angle rope rescue operations. 


This year, we renewed our commitment with the State of Vermont Urban Search and 
Rescue Team. Members of this department respond to the call for help as part of the 
Vermont Task Force 1, a state support team trained in multiple technical rescue 
disciplines. While gone, our members are State Employees, with back coverage paid 
through this agreement. The training and experiences they receive, are invaluable to our 
community. 


Those same skills were utilized in our communities as we assisted industries with 
contacted stand by services, searched for lost hikers, removal of injured hikers from 
remote areas, preformed high angle rope rescues and boating rescues. 


The department provides contract fire protection to the Town of Mendon, several large 
businesses in Rutland Town and has a contract with the State of Vermont for Airport 
Rescue Firefighting (ARFF) services at the Rutland-Southern Vermont Regional Airport. 
We provide protection for the Vermont State Fairgrounds and for the promoters using the 
facility. We also responded to assist our Mutual Aid Fire Departments with suppression 
efforts, extrication, Safety Teams and forest fire suppression. 


In addition to emergency duties, members maintain apparatus and equipment. There 
efforts are noticeable in many ways. The fire station and grounds benefit from their 
abilities, making many projects possible with limited funds. The department also assists 
with community outreach projects, such as the Rising Leader Program and other 
community promotional efforts such as National Night Out and Project Vision. 


Master Box Checks: The fire department performed master box resets on 596 occasions 
in FY 2021. Once fire alarm or sprinkler system maintenance is performed on a building 
that has a master box, the department checks and resets the box to ensure proper alerting 
directly to the station. 


School Fire Drills: The department assisted with 34 school and daycare fire drills in FY 
2021. Due to the COVID-19 pandemic, schools closed and no fire drills were conducted. 


American Flag Details: The fire department is responsible for the care, maintenance, 
raising and lowering of 11 American Flags throughout the city. The department raised 
and lowered those flags on 39 occasions in FY 2021, totaling over 71 personnel hours 
and 429 total visits to the flags. 


Smoke Detector Battery Replacement: Did you know your fire department replaces 
smoke and carbon monoxide detector batteries for citizens, unable to do so on their own?

Our priority is for our citizens to be adequately protected by their smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms in case of a fire. If we find a detector that needs its battery replaced and 
the occupant is unable to replace one on their own, and no one else is responsible for the 
detector’s maintenance, we do so without hesitation, in order to protect our citizens. 


Training & Education 


Typically, each firefighter spends many hours of the day training and presenting public 
education programs to both school aged and senior citizens. Unfortunately, COVID-19 
substantially changed all of that, as our numbers have demonstrated over the past year 
and a half. 


Because of the COVID-19 crisis, our ability to seek outside training was greatly 
diminished. As the country was locked down for isolation, opportunities for higher 
education became non-existent, or non-traditional. Your firefighters engaged these new 
mediums, and together, they met and exceeded their training requirements. The 
department members gained a total of 2811 hours of training in 2021. 


Child Safety Seats: The fire department is a Safe Kids Vermont Fitting Station for child 
safety seats under the Vermont Department of Health. The Department holds a stock of 
state funded car seats which we provide to citizens around the county who provide a 
Voucher from the State of Vermont. We have seven (7) Nationally Certified Child Safety 
Seat Technicians across all shifts to assist the public with their needs. Our technicians 
participate in State wide Car Seat events and reciprocally, other technicians from around 
the state come to assist us in Rutland. In FY 2021, the department installed a total of 36 
car seats for the citizens of Rutland County. Despite the COVID-19 impact, members 
were able to follow carefully designed protocols, designed by the State’s Agencies, and 
return to installation in spring. 


Rutland County TRIAD: The fire department regularly partners with the Rutland 
County Sheriff's Department in community risk reduction, by joining Lynn Tucker at 
various senior living facilities throughout the city, providing fire safety education across 
all spectrums including cooking fires, evacuations, candle and heater safety, carbon 
monoxide, burn prevention, holiday fire safety, etc. Unfortunately, COVID-19 
substantially changed our involvement and we look forward to a time when we can return 
to this project. 


Open Burning 


We receive numerous complaints about people burning anything from brush to trash in 
the city. The following information is provided regarding open burning within the City of 
Rutland. Open burning is not permitted without a signed permit from the Chief Engineer. 
Such permits are only issued for the occasional bonfire at a school or college or for 
municipal emergency situations. Cooking fires are permitted outside but only by using 
charcoal or LP gas for fuel. If an outside fire is creating a nuisance, it may be ordered 
extinguished by the department. 
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In FY 2020, the department responded to 39 unauthorized burning complaints which 
represents a 15% increase that we attribute to the COVID-19 isolation. 


The burning of trash, painted/treated wood, shingles, tires and similar materials is 
prohibited by state law. Persons who have unpermitted fires or are burning illegal 
materials are subject to being issued a ticket for violation of the open burning 
ordinance and may be subject to additional state enforcement actions. 

Fire Prevention 


We ask all residents to police their property. Unnecessary storage of unwanted materials 
has become a problem in some homes. Improper storage of gasoline powered tools also 
causes concerns. When was the last time your chimney was professionally cleaned? 
Service your furnace or heating appliances annually. Your smoke and carbon monoxide 
detectors should be tested monthly. Batteries should be changed bi-annually, and the 
detectors should be replaced at least every 10 (ten) years. Have you checked yours lately? 


Remember a best defense may be gained by a good offense. Be pro-active when dealing 
with the safety of your family and property. If you have a question don’t hesitate to call 
your fire department at 802-773-1812. We will gladly answer your home and fire safety 
questions! 


On behalf of the members of the Fire Department, I would like to thank Mayor Allaire, 
the Board of Aldermen, Rutland City Police Department, Department of Public Works, 
City Hall personnel, Rutland Recreation Department, the School Department, and all 
city officials and employees who assisted the Fire Department in any way during the 
past year. Our thanks, also, to the citizens of our city for their continued support of the 
Fire Department and our efforts at improving your quality of life and safety in our 
community. Finally, a very special thank you to our mutual aid partners for their 
continuing assistance. When we need assistance dealing with an incident, they respond 
professionally and with great enthusiasm and we look forward again, to assisting them 
in their time of need.

As the Emergency Management Director, I work to make sure the City of Rutland has the 
training and access to the resources needed to handle emergency situations that may 
affect the City of Rutland. The city strives to plan for and anticipate emergency problems 
before they impact our infrastructure. The Local Emergency Planning Commission 
(LEPC) has been an invaluable asset in that regard. 


The protection of our watershed is of the utmost importance and your fire department 


routinely works with the Department of Public Works, and the Rutland City Foresters 
who all work to protect the watershed. 
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On October 29, 2019, a dam on the Dunkley Pond was removed by the State of 
Vermont, as it had rapidly deteriorated and posed a significant hazard to many homes 
in the Tenney Brook Basin, and to many bridges, roadways and utilities downstream. 
The city was assisted by the State of Vermont Watershed and Rivers, the Agency of 
Natural Resources, the Environmental Protection Agency, FEMA The Army Corp of 
Engineers along with many more. I want to publicly acknowledge the efforts of Todd 
Menees, Joshua Carvajal, Karina Dailey, Angela Repella, Roy Schiff, Benjamin Green, 
Steve Libby, and countless others who, without their guidance and lead, this 
monumental project would not be moving forward with the eventual reclamation 
scheduled for Sept 2021. 


Since we closed the Emergency Operations Center on June 12, 2020, the functions of 
dealing with the day-to-day monitoring of the COVID-19 Pandemic’s effects on all the 
Municipal Employees has continued. Coordinating the vaccination of “Essential 
Workers”, became the new focus, along with dealing with employees who were exposed. 
Our goals were simple, protect the employees, so they were ready to protect the citizens, 
if called upon. My personal thanks go to Michael Brookman, Health Officer for the City 
of Rutland. His assistance was immeasurable, and his counsel was greatly appreciated by 
all, days and late at nights. 


With contingencies created early in the Pandemic to protect our staff, the essential 
services they provide, the public and our buildings, we move forward into a new year, 
with hopes of a more settled time. 


I want to thank all of the City Employees who directly met the challenges of the 
Pandemic. This team performed admirably and will continue to do so, for the citizens of 
our city.

The City’s FY21 has come and gone as we continue to work our way through the 
challenges presented by the COVID-19 pandemic. While we made just minor modifications 
to our police response to calls for service as a result of the public health crisis, the members 
of the Police Department served our community with professionalism, honor and 
dedication. 


The nature of our business is not conducive to a “work from home” 
arrangement, and all members of our department reported to work each day during the 
pandemic to provide a level of service our community expects and deserves. In doing so, 
our first responders were exposed to those who were COVID-19 positive. As a result, a 
number of our Officers were required to quarantine for days at a time, isolated from their 
families and unable to engage in normal daily activities. Our entire staff reported to work 
each day throughout the year, with those in support roles providing necessary assistance 
to our first responders.

Hiring/Promotion

The Community Response Team (CRT) 


The CRT had a busy year as well. The CRT includes the Animal Control Officer 
Tim Jones, Downtown Beat Officer Emilio Rosario, School Resource Officer Ernest 
Laguarida and Data/Crime Analyst Nate Thibodeau, and Human Trafficking Case 
Manager Megan Clark. 


School Resource Officer (SRO) Ernest Laguardia had a very active year. Officer 
Laguardia attended three summer camps put on by the Rutland Recreational Department 
this past summer, participated in Shop-with-a-Cop organized by Sgt Plemmons and Night 
to Shine. He also participated in training offered by the US Department of Justice, the US 
Secret Service, and the National School Resource Officer Association. In addition to the 
above, SRO Laguardia responded to calls within the schools, investigated juvenile 
complaints, and assisted the Patrol Division while on summer break. 


Downtown Beat Officer Emilio Rosario began his new role as a beat officer in 
January of 2021 with the retirement of Officer Kevin Blongy. Officer Rosario quickly 
developed essential relationships with the downtown merchants. As a result of these 
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relationships, multiple merchants began to talk with Officer Rosario about issues in the 
downtown area in hopes of having these issues addressed. Situations including lighting 
issues in the Justice Square parking lot, needles and garbage in specific areas within the 
downtown, concerns with individuals consuming alcohol behind several buildings in the 
downtown area, and parking meters not working. Officer Rosario is the police department 
representative on the National Night Out Committee and the Downtown Partnership 
Mixers. 


Animal Control Officer (ACO) Tim Jones had a busy year with multiple Vicious 
Dog Hearings, calls for service, and directed patrols in city parks. ACO Jones continues to 
assist Commander Delpha with the police department's annual physical fitness test. 


Crime & Data Analyst Nate Thibodeau just completed his first year of service 
with the police department. In the last year, Nate has attended 17 intelligence meetings in 
VT, MASS, and NY. His work supports Victim Advocate Sam McPhail from BROC, 
Rutland Police Department Bureau of Criminal Investigations & Patrol Division, Project 
Vision, and multiple Project Vision partners through Rutstat and data requests. 


The Outreach Division and Project Vision continue to benefit from having a 
Rutland Mental Health CRISIS worker embedded in the Vision Center. Alecia 
Armstrong is in her seventh year working out of the police department, where she 
responds to mental health calls with officers. Alecia has expanded her reach to include 
assisting other Rutland County law enforcement agencies. As the country struggles to 
develop a better response to individuals experiencing a mental health crisis it is 
important to recognize the Rutland City Police Department and Rutland Mental Health 
are ahead of the curve in this regard.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and Citizens of the City of Rutland: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Department of Public Works for Fiscal Year 
2021. 


At the end of December 2020, Commissioner Jeff Wennberg retired and City Engineer 
James Rotondo was named Interim Commissioner. 


The Department of Public Works continued the repair and replacement of our aging 
roads, water and sewer infrastructure in Fiscal 2021. The department also made 
significant progress fulfilling previously agreed to obligations resulting from the Final 
Stipulation, Settlement Agreement, And Order Between the Agency of Natural Resources 
and City of Rutland executed in 2016. Work was performed in (3) specific areas all 
related to the impairment of Moon Brook: 1.) Performing a metals study along Moon 
Brook in the vicinity of Howe Center; 2.) Advancement toward final design and funding 
of the Moon Brook Impoundment Modification Project; 3.) Applying for MS4 
designation. 


Much progress was made regarding work associated with the $5 million Street & 
Sidewalk bond, and the $3 million Structures bond. Both of these bonds were approved 
by voters in March of 2020. A holistic approach was taken to paving projects which led 
to many curbs, sidewalks and traffic signs being replaced within the project limits. 
Projects associated with the $7.4 million CSO-wastewater bond approved by voters in 
2019 finally got underway. These projects were initially hampered for eleven months by 
a lawsuit challenging the election results, and then later by COVID19. The three active 
projects include replacing a failing force main at the River Street pumping station, 
replacing the last two digester covers and making related upgrades at the wastewater 
treatment plant, and completing the next phase of the Northwest Neighborhood Sewer 
Separation Project (Phase 1A). The force main project was deemed an emergency when 
it was discovered in 2018 that the 1972 ductile iron pipe had worn out due to internal 
scour and was leaking. This is one of two pipes that carry all of the wastewater and 
stormwater treated at the plant — 1.6 billion gallons a year. 


During this fiscal year, considerable progress was made in the Water Meter Replacement 
& Water/Sewer Billing System upgrade project. Prior to this fiscal year, it became evident 
that this project was being unsuccessfully managed by the third-party vendor. As a result, 
the decision was made to bring the management of this project back in-house and under 
the direction of the Department of Public Works’ Business Office. 


In June of 2020, the City of Rutland acquired a new billing software system that was 
customized to link with our new advanced metering infrastructure and our customer 
portal, Watersmart. This new system along with the continuation of the meter project 
allowed the Business Office to schedule meter change-out appointments, create meter 
reading files for quarterly billing, review customer accounts, create quarterly bills, and 
provide personal customer service. 
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The utility bill dated July 1, 2020 was the first quarterly bill created on the new system. 
The transition back to in-house management proved to be very successful with the 
quarterly bills being reliable and accurate and our customers once again appreciating 
local personal assistance. 


Due to COVID-19, City employees were not able to enter homes/businesses from the 
middle of March, 2020 to July 1, 2020. This restriction put a temporary hold on our 
meter change-out program. Once this restriction was lifted, our focus was to finish the 
installations. At the beginning of this fiscal year, approximately 600 accounts still 
required meter changed-outs. By June 30, 2021, this number was reduced to just 61 
accounts. 


Throughout the fiscal year customers continued to register on the Watersmart portal. On 
July 1, 2020 there were 2,077 properties registered, and on June 30, 2021 there were 
2,677 for a total of 43% of our entire active customer population. In this portal, 
customers can manage their billing, review use, sign up for text or email leak alerts, and 
view multiple water saving recommendations.

Engineering Division 


The Engineering staff is involved with many day-to-day activities including the 
preparation of design plans, bids and specifications, issuance of water and sewer 
allocations, applications for design and construction grants, review of proposed plans for 
building permits and DRB applications and the creation of seasonal construction plans 
and long-term infrastructure capital plans. At prescribed intervals, the department also 
performs inspections including landfill post-closure monitoring, combined sewer 
overflow (CSO) monitoring, annual city bridge and culvert inspections and various 
stormwater permit inspections and compliance activities. Assistance is provided upon 
request to many private sector projects within the City. Services often include the 
dissemination of City utility information to design consultants and property owners 
wishing to develop or redevelop properties. 


The Engineering Division also provides engineering and technical support to each 
division within the Department of Public Works as well as to other departments within 
City government when requested. 


Since 2013 the Department has been working with the Department of Environmental 
Conservation (DEC) to find workable solutions to the Moon Brook water quality 
challenge, in particular the dredging and re-engineering of Combination and Piedmont 
ponds. With public outreach and preliminary plans complete, it was time to move into 
the final design phase. However, two issues arose during the year that delayed the start 
of this work. First, in the fall of 2020 it became apparent that the U.S. Army Corps of 
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Engineers Section 542 program was not a good fit for this project. The city withdrew 
from the program when it was determined that any added benefit would be offset by the 
added cost in both dollars and time. Second, in the spring of 2021 while reviewing the 
Watershed Improvement Sponsorship Program (WISPr) Grant application, DEC 
determined that many of the project tasks were ineligible for funding. The Engineering 
Division worked with DEC to try to solve the funding shortfall. It was determined that if 
a Fish ladder could be incorporated into the project, dam and utility work would become 
eligible for funding. The City and DEC agreed to a new schedule allowing for a 
feasibility study to be completed by the end of 2021. The next action steps will be 
determined based upon results of the study. 


Regarding other DEC matters, a Stormwater Management Program document was 
developed and submitted along with the corresponding MS4 application to the State of 
Vermont. A Metals Study was also initiated to determine whether sediments contribute 
to stream impairments in or near the segment of Moon Brook that passes by the Howe 
Center. 


The Engineering Division assumes the role of project administrator for all active DPW 
construction projects occurring within the city. An update for all active projects during 
this fiscal year are as follows: 


2019 Bond Article No. 1 - $7.4 Million Wastewater & CSO Improvement Projects 
Wastewater Treatment Facility Digester Complex 


The Anaerobic Digester Complex Improvements project consists of the replacement of 
two primary digester covers and mixing systems, gas safety equipment, process 
equipment, instrumentation and roofing. Construction on this project was initiated in 
September of 2020. Many unforeseen issues arose during construction which resulted in 
significant change orders to successfully complete the upgrade. All work is expected to 
be complete by the winter of 2021. 


River Street (East Creek) Force Main Replacement 


The East Creek Sewage Force Main Replacement project consists of the replacement of 
approximately 1,500 linear feet of sewage force main from the River Street Pump 
Station to the Wastewater Treatment Facility. 


Two major issues that previously delayed this project were finally resolved. Green 
Mountain Power (GMP) worked closely with their environmental consultant and the Site 
Management Section (SMS) of the VT Department of Environmental Conservation 
(DEC) to address and mitigate the soil contamination discovered within the new force 
main alignment on their property. Due to the unsuccessful installation of the new force 
main by the directional boring method, the project was redesigned using an “open cut” 
installation method. The new force main was successfully installed by Belden utilizing 
the new installation method. The project is expected to be closed out by the end of 2021. 


Northwest Neighborhood Sewer Separation Project - Phase 1A 


The Northwest Neighborhood Sewer Separation Project — Phase 1A is a continuation of 
the sewer separation project that was completed in 2015. The project consists of 
constructing approximately 5,100 feet of storm sewer and structures as well as the 
replacement of 1,400 feet of water main and appurtenances. The benefits of this project 
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include a reduction in the frequency and volume of combined sewer overflows to East 
Creek as stormwater is removed from the sanitary sewers. Construction which was 
initiated by Belden in the spring of 2020 is expected to be completed in the fall of 2021. 


Meadow Street CSO Project 


Design of the Meadow Street CSO Project is temporarily on hold. Meadow Street is 
expected to be ground zero for CSO projects that are likely to come as a result of the 
Long-Term Control Plan (LTCP) currently being developed. Design of the Meadow 
Street Stormwater Separation Project is being postponed until after the LTCP CSO 
projects are identified to avoid potential pipe corridor conflicts. 


2019 Bond Article No. 2 - $3.0 Million Culvert & Bridge Improvement Projects 
Church Street & Park Street Culvert Replacement 


Daniels Construction began replacement of the Church Street Culvert in August of 2020, 
and it was completed in the spring of 2021. Replacement of the Park Street culvert began 
in June of 2021 and is expected to be complete in the fall of this year. 


Allen Street, Grove Street, Lincoln Avenue Culvert Replacement and Grove St Bridge #25 
Rehabilitation 


DuBois & King made progress related to the design of the culvert replacement and bridge 
rehabilitation projects. The structural rehabilitation of Grove Street Bridge #25 was bid 
and awarded to Casella Construction in June of 2020. Work which includes repair of the 
abutments, piers and replacement of bearing pads and expansion joints is expected to be 
completed by the end of 2021. 


2020 Bond Article - $5.0 Million Street & Sidewalk Improvements 


The Engineering Division spent a considerable amount of time acting as project manager 
for year two of the paving projects financed by the Paving/Sidewalk bond approved by 
voters in March of 2020. The bond made available $4 Million for the reconstruction, 
repair, rehabilitation and reclamation of City Streets and $1 Million for City Sidewalks. 
The paving bond allowed the department to rehabilitate more than 2.5 times the average 
length of roadway typically performed per year when utilizing the municipal budget 
paving line alone. Over the first two years of the paving bond, just under 7 miles of 
roadway were paved each year. Many projects have also included the installation of new 
curbs, sidewalks, traffic signs and trees planted within the greenbelt. 


CSO Long Term Control Plan (LTCP) 


Weston and Sampson Engineers continued to make progress developing the Long-Term 
Control Plan. The department installed flow measuring and water quality sampling 
equipment which was used to fine tune the Hydrologic and Hydraulic (H&H) Model of 
the combined sewer system previously designed by Weston & Sampson. Additional field 
data was collected throughout the year. The LTCP is due to be submitted to the VT DEC 
by the end of October 2021. 


Lastly, the Engineering Division works to monitor and improve water quality in the City’s 
streams and brooks using a combination of internal resources, partnerships with outside 
organizations, and State and Federal grants. The engineering staff has continued to work 
with the Rutland Natural Resources Conservation District (RNRCD) to distribute 
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stormwater educational materials and coordinate stream betterment activities as part of 
the Six Minimum Measures prescribed by VT DEC.

Forestry Division 


Woodlands and Timber Management 


Forested lands within the City’s property holdings in Mendon are managed for multiple 
uses. Providing a reliable supply of clean water to the Water Treatment plant is the 
highest priority. This is accomplished by maintaining a healthy, productive forest, 
restricting motorized public access and minimizing soil disturbances from timber 
management activities. 


Three additional stands of red pine timber containing 210,820 board feet were marked 
and put out for competitive bidding in June of 2021. The bids were required as lump 
sum bids and the highest bidder was awarded. Norm Brown Logging of Benson, 
Vermont was highest bidder at $105 per thousand board feet. This sale will complete 
the removal of the red pine stands within our watershed properties. Revenues generated 
by these timber sales are deposited in the Water Fund and are used to defray expenses 
in managing and maintaining the City’s watershed lands and the City’s water supply 
system. 


Future sales of timber will now focus on hardwood stands containing mature, valuable 
white ash trees in efforts to minimize economic loss due to the Emerald Ash borer. 


The Division also expanded the parking area for the Bucklin hiking trail at Brewer’s 
Corner to partially alleviate the congestion created from cars parking along Wheelerville 
Road. 


Urban Forest Management 


Managing Rutland’s shade trees is a continual process that involves removing dead or 
dying trees, maintenance through structural pruning and replanting areas for the future. 
During the fiscal year, 49 trees were removed. Three tree removals were not able to be 
completed in-house and were contracted out to Vaillancourt Tree and Landscape Service 
at a total cost of $8,500.00. An additional 501 trees were pruned to improve form, 
aesthetics and public safety. A total of 18 supplemental support cables were installed, 
along with 10 brace rods to support structurally weak branch unions. Seventy-eight 
stumps were ground and sites restored. One hundred twenty-two trees were planted 
during the fiscal year. Planting occurs both in the spring and fall within the streets right 
of ways. 


The 2021 “Rutland Blooms” planting project focused on North Main Street, with 27 trees 
planted in the City’s right of way. The Rutland Blooms project involves multiple 
community businesses that donate both employee volunteers to plant the trees, as well as 
the funds to purchase these trees.

In 2020 the Emerald Ash Borer was positively identified in West Rutland Vermont, and 
has since been located in multiple additional locations across the state. The Division 
continued with preemptive ash tree removals throughout the city and has finished all but 
3 of the trees slated for removal. These trees will be removed in the winter of 2021-2022. 
The second round of pesticide treatments was conducted during the spring of 2021, in 
which 119 ash trees were treated. 


Rutland City earned its 29th anniversary as a Tree City, USA, and continues to be 
Vermont’s longest running community awarded this honor. Our local Arbor Day was 
cancelled due to the pandemic. Sincerest thanks go out to all who have helped promote 
our community’s trees.

Streets, Water Distribution and 
Wastewater Collection Divisions 
Streets 


The Street Department is responsible for street and sidewalk maintenance and winter snow 
removal. We also install, repair and service all the parking meters in Rutland’s Downtown 
area. 


The Street Department has spent a significant amount of time working with contract 
pavers and other Public Works Divisions on the approved five million dollar paving and 
sidewalk bond project. 


Approximately $1.3 million dollars in paving was done through the last year. The Street 
Department was involved with many facets of this project which includes removal of 
concrete curbs and installation of detectable warning devices at crosswalk locations. 
Approximately 70 ADA compliant ramps were installed during the year. The division 
participated in paving driveway aprons after the street paving had been done. 


There was also significant time spent in the cleanup and completion of paving 
projects which included topsoil and seed application for total restorations. 


Several ditches resulting from water and sewer repairs were permanently paved. 


During winter operations the division responded to 26 total storm events and applied 
2,303 tons of treated salt on the streets and sidewalks. 
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Water Distribution 


The Water Distribution Division is responsible for the installation and maintenance of all 
water mains in Rutland City and maintenance of the water system for Rutland Town by 
contract. 


The division is also responsible for the installation, service, repairs and flushing of 
approximately 650 fire hydrants in the City and Rutland Town twice per year. 


We repaired 18 water leaks and/or water main breaks throughout the year. 


We also repaired many residential water service shut off valves to help with the water meter 
replacement program that the city has undertaken. 


Four Intelligent I-Hydrants were installed which monitor water pressure fluctuations in the 
water system. 


Water Distribution installed many new residential and commercial water meters to help 
complete the Water Meter Upgrade project. 


Along with flushing hydrants twice a year, we installed, replaced or repaired 13 fire 
hydrants in compliance with an agreement with the State of Vermont. 


We installed | new water service tap and relayed 2 existing water services. 


We also installed several new main line valves to gain better control over the water system. 


Wastewater Collection 


The Wastewater Collection Division is responsible for the installation, maintenance and 
repair of all sanitary sewer mains and stormwater collection systems including all manholes 
and catch basins. 


In June, we began the rehabilitation of several manholes and catch basins for the various 
paving projects occurring around the city in conjunction with the five-million-dollar, voter 
approve Paving Bond Project. These projects involved adjusting structures and in some 
cases installing various lengths of pipe. 


In the course of our regular duties we repaired or replaced several manholes and catch 
basins that were in various states of disrepair. 


We root treated approximately 2,300 ft of sewer mains that have been determined to have 
root infiltration. 
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In the spring of 2021, approximately one mile of various sized sewer mains were video 
recorded to inspect structural stability and cleanliness. 


Roughly 1,200 catch basins are cleaned on an annual basis using our sewer maintenance 
truck. 


We cleaned several thousand feet of sanitary and storm mains along with the manholes and 
catch basins at the entrance to the mains. 


We also degreased approximately 3,000 feet of sanitary sewer mains. It should be noted that 
“flushable wipes” have caused significant problems in the collection system. Residents and 
businesses should refrain from disposing these wipes into the sanitary sewer system.

Water Treatment Division 


The City of Rutland’s Slow Sand Water Filtration Facility treated a total of 708,907,772 
gallons of water during the last fiscal year. The chemicals used during the process were 
1,500 gallons of fluoride, 1,500 gallons of zinc orthophosphate, and 11,000 gallons of 
sodium hypochlorite. 


The Vermont Legislature required all public water systems to test for the presence of a 
family of chemicals called per- and polyfluoroalkyl substances (PFAS) by December 
2019. In October 2020 we sampled for PFAS as required by the new regulation. Rutland 
City’s test results indicated “non-detect” for every PFAS chemical tested. 


The Water Treatment Division has had some success combatting the Eurasian milfoil that 
has taken root in the reservoir. There are currently about 250 milfoil mats in the reservoir 
which are used to stop the spread of new plants. Also, twice a year divers perform suction 
harvesting of milfoil plants. This has and will continue to be a major concern until we are 
able to rid the reservoir of this invasive weed for good. 


Since the second quarter of 2012, the City has been in compliance with federal 
haleoacetic acid regulations. We are continuing to address the issues that affect our water 
quality in order to maintain this compliance. 


We appreciate the help from the other DPW Divisions throughout the year.

During the past year we were very busy with numerous projects underway at the 
Wastewater Treatment Facility. 


All construction activities related to the replacement of the River Street Pump Station’s 
20 inch force main have been completed. This pipe carries the majority of the city’s 
sewage flowing from the pump station to the Wastewater Treatment Facility. 


Great progress has been made toward completion of the Digester Building project, which 
includes substantial upgrades, replacement of equipment, and structures. 


We continue to work with Efficiency Vermont in an attempt to find more efficient and 
cost-effective operational aspects. With these measures addressed, the facility has saved 1 
million dollars in electrical costs since 2007. 


I would like to thank each member of the operational staff for their incredible effort and 
dedication throughout the year. These individuals are truly the unsung heroes in the city 
as they work diligently every day 24/7 protecting the environment, operating, 
maintaining, and improving the Facility, and Pump Stations. 


Below is a list of Major Accomplishments achieved in Fiscal Year 2021. 


1. Replaced Electric Heating Units in three of the buildings with Heat Pump 
systems. We expect to save thousands of dollars in utility costs with this 
project. 


2. Replaced CSO Bar Screen, along with related instrumentation and controls. 
This area also received new lighting and paint. 


3. Rehabilitated one of the Belt Filter Presses, replaced filter belts, and all worn 
parts. 


4. Worked closely with the contractors in the construction of the new Force 
Main, and Digester project, providing assistance where, and when needed. 


5. Upgraded control and telemetry systems at nearly all of our pump stations. 


6. Replaced 25 valves in the Digester Building that were worn out, or 
becoming unserviceable. 


7. Worked on Sewer Sampling/Monitoring project with Engineering Division 
setting up multiple locations. 


8. Finished complete upgrade of the Belden Road Pump Station, installing new 
pumps, controls, and electrical components.

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RUTLAND RECREATION AND PARKS DEPARTMENT 


RECREATION 


The Recreation and Parks Department purchased the former College of St. Joseph 
Athletic Center in March 2021. The facility is now known as the Rutland Recreation 
Community Center located at 134 Community Drive. The facility has a college 
gymnasium, 2 racquetball courts, 3 fitness rooms, craft room/game room, large lobby, 
and kid zone area, along with 20 acres of land which includes a soccer and baseball field. 


The Courcelle continues to support Community meetings, Maintenance operations, and 
Rutland Youth Theatre. Giorgetti Complex continues to support 9-week summer camp 
and plans to re-open as an Ice Arena in October, 2021. The Godnick Adult Center was 
closed during a period due to COVID guidelines, but was able to open back to the 
community in the Summer of 2021 with lunches, bingo, strength and conditioning, yoga, 
and general socialization. White Memorial Park Pool had a busy summer with rentals, 
swim team, lap swimmers, private and public swim lessons, aqua classes, and general 
open swim. 


This year the Recreation Department continued to provide Sports for Youth despite the 
COVID pandemic. As we followed State guidelines we offered football, soccer, 
swimming, field hockey, archery, mountain biking, and many outdoor events that 
supported the community. The recreation department was also able to offer Adult 
Softball for men, women, and co-ed in the summer of 2021. This was a program that 
was not available in 2020 due to the COVID guidelines. 


The summer of 2021, specifically camps and pool attendance, was a full filled year. We 
offer 9 full day summer camps at three locations, Rotary Park, White Memorial Park 
Pool, and White Memorial Park Pool. This summer we had over 100 kids daily and 
served over 300 kids total. We also were able to successfully offer specialty camps: 
Football, Basketball, Tennis, Skateboarding, and others. 


We also experienced an influx in park and facility rentals from non-profit organizations, 
community members, and schools. 


Halloween Parade: In 2020 the Rutland Recreation department, along with Mayor David 
Allaire and department heads we were not able to have the long-lasting traditional 
Halloween parade; however, we plan to move forward with the parade in 2021. 


PARKS 


Bob Peterson (2021) and Jeff Pratt (2020) both retired from the Maintenance department. 
Our staff thanks them for the many years of service (over 50 years total) to the Recreation 
Department. Tyler Dahlin was promoted to Maintenance director and Conrad Zeller was 
promoted to Foreman, Nate Denno and Joe Boudreau were both hired as Maintenance | in 
2021 to fulfill open roles. The Maintenance Department has 5 full time employees, | part 
time employee, and 4-5 summer seasonal help.

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ANNUAL REPORT RUTLAND FREE LIBRARY 


The Library weathered COVID without closing its doors to the public during the fiscal 
year that ended on June 30, 2021. We remained open to the public more than most 
libraries in the state, understanding that not everything we provide can be supplied 
online. This includes tangible services like computers, copiers, and reference books, but 
also intangibles like a resting place out of inclement weather, the experience of browsing 
the stacks, or simply providing a place to see other people, the need for which the 
COVID lockdown brought dramatically to light. 


Our goal was and remains to do what is needed to be a low-risk environment, as defined 
by Vermont OSHA. We have had a variety of mask policies, time limits, item 
quarantines, and so on in an attempt to ensure visiting the Library is as safe as we can 
make it. We reduced discretionary spending to ensure the Library remained an affordable 
part of the City budget, including a 5 percent cut in administrative salaries. 


We introduced curbside pickup, which has morphed into “concierge service,” where 
users call ahead for material. Staff retrieve the items that are then waiting at the front 
desk. We expect this will be popular with many patrons for the foreseeable future and are 
happy to offer the service even though it requires more staff time per item than the 
traditional borrowing model, where users browse for their own items. 


We also used the Nella Grimm Fox Fund -- our endowment restricted to supplying 
materials and programs — to meet greatly increased demand for downloadable items, 
particularly audiobooks. During FY21, electronic borrowing accounted for more than 20 
percent of all loans, a four-fold increase from FY18. The corresponding drop-off in 
demand was for DVDs, as increasing numbers of homebound viewers chose streaming 
services. 


Also as a result of COVID, we had to eliminate or move most of our programs online, 
including our flagship First Wednesday speaker series. We also participated in the very 
successful Out of the Box kids activity kits, built outdoor storywalks, recorded Vermont 
Bound, a series of interviews with local authors, and used a Vermont Community 
Foundation grant to provide outdoor seating with WiFi access. 


Joan Gamble approached us about joining Dolly Parton Imagination Library, which ships 
age-appropriate books to kids monthly from birth until their fifth birthday. That 
partnership is off to a quick start, with signups exceeding expectations. 


From a staffing point of view, we lost longtime children’s librarian June Osowski to 
cancer, with Amanda Begin hired in that position. Ron Lurvey retired after 35+ years of 
maintaining our building. Speaking of the building, the Library pursued a move to the 
former Giorgetti Library at the College of St. Joseph, but the developer chose not to 
follow through with a verbal agreement to consider the move and for now at least, we 
plan on remaining at 10 Court St. 
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As could be expected during a statewide lockdown, our numbers of items loaned dropped 
sharply, down almost one-third through the first nine months of the fiscal year, but we 
rebounded by more than 25 percent in the fourth quarter, comparing one COVID- 
disrupted year to another. Once we are able to host programs in-house, we expect 
numbers to return to pre-COVID levels. 


It has been an historically difficult year, but Iam proud to report that with much good will 
from the staff and public that Rutland Free Library has made it through largely intact and 
ready to serve.

We wholeheartedly thank them for all 
of their attention to our building and its grounds, especially during the pandemic 
quarantine of 2020 and 2021. 


Our team consists of many unnamed volunteers who have worked tirelessly in the 
background during this past year. They have struggled to research questions and keep our 
archives safe. My thanks to every single one of them. 


We continue to be available for inquiries via email, Facebook, and regular mail. Corey 
Kennedy is tending to the Facebook pages and attempting to keep up with the 
overwhelming demand on social media platforms. 


Our website, www.RutlandHistory.com, was unveiled in the fall of 2018 in anticipation 
of our 50" anniversary year. It has become our workhorse during COVID. We applaud 
our webmistress, Doreen McCollough, who has worked feverishly in off-site quarantine. 
The website has greatly expanded with new information which has been uploaded to 
Internet Archives. Our on-line records are available and free to all. We will continue to 
keep as much information as possible assessible to the public during this time of COVID 
uncertainty. 





Since the pandemic began, Michael Dwyer has heroically managed to continue our public 
access PEG-TV segment of Historically Speaking. His episodes are fascinating and are 
now available for your viewing pleasure in our video library on our website. 


The Viet Nam Veterans of America, Chapter | has deposited a collection of their 
historical records in our archives. These items have been scanned and are now available 
on our website through the link on our main page. 


Our Acquisitions Chair, Ron Hemenway, has been inundated with items gleaned from 
many donors who have had time to sort through forgotten family items. We truly 
appreciate all the donations that help us tell Rutland’s story. 


Last spring a project to update our vital record information from Rutland City Hall was 
interrupted due to the COVID shutdown. That effort has been happily restarted by Ron 
Grover, Liz Noyes, and Fred and Linda Remington. 


Our ancient main computer and scanner have been upgraded and replaced this year 
thanks to the guidance and talents of Carolyn Ranftle and her team. Fortunately, the 
shutdown gave us time to get the kinks out of the changeovers. The system is now able to 
handle the additional load of exponentially-growing website demands, and the new 
scanner is awaiting a very busy on-site season. 


The heat pumps, which were installed in mid-2019, have been greatly appreciated and 
invaluable during this past year. I am happy to report that they keep our building and 
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collections quite comfortable and have proved to be cost effective throughout the 
shutdown. 


Despite the quarantine, we were able to keep up with some major housekeeping 
improvements. The ceiling in the upstairs hallway, which had partially collapsed in late 
2019, was repaired this spring. The vandalism damage from May 2020 has been 
completely alleviated. Our front sign has been repaired and repainted. Lastly, our fire 
alarm system has been inspected and updated and the emergency lights have been 
changed to low-voltage LED units. We hope to update the rest of the lighting fixtures in 
the building this coming year. 


The Family Search Affiliated Library has been finalized and is now available at 
the Firehouse. Unfortunately, due to contractual agreements, access to those 
records is limited to on-premise only. 


Our plans to fully reopen to the public in September 2021 were temporarily detoured. 
We were in the process of opening regularly on Thursday afternoons for patron research 
but were faced with an unfortunate and unexpected set-back. 


A burst pipe upstairs resulted in water damage in the building from the upstairs, into the 
first floor, and on into the cellar. The water had to be shut off to the entire building until 
the repairs were complete. Mold abatement and water damage remediation was begun 
immediately to save the collections, technology, and building from any potential 
damage. Plumbing repairs and cleanup have been finished. Fortunately, all of our 
collections and archives have been completely spared and are safe due to extremely 
timely efforts by Tom Carpenter and Corey Kennedy. 


On-site scanning was halted due to the plumbing issue in the building; however, off- 
premise scanning was continued. 


Going forward, most of the upgrades have been incorporated into a very flexible and 
assessible system. Paypal is available for processing on-line contactless donations and 
memberships. Additional area local yearbook collections will be added to our selections 
online in the future. 


Our volunteers, donors, and members are very precious to us. We appreciate every one 
of them. They are invaluable with everything they do to support the Rutland Historical 
Society. We invite and welcome all as members. 


Membership entities you to a Rutland Quarterly which provides glimpses of Rutland’s 
History written by Rutland’s Historians. We eventually add the Quarterlies to our 
website for everyone, but as a member, a hard copy and first glance is yours. Our latest 
publication was Memoirs of Dorothy Mae Parker Martell who grew up in Rutland in the 
1920s. 


Our last annual meeting was held by ZOOM on November 21, 2020. Happily, we are 
planning our 2021 Annual Meeting to be held in person on November 11, 2021 at 
Engles Hall at Christ the King Church in Rutland from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. with Tom 
Giffin speaking about Rutland City Historic Cemeteries and the stories they hold. 
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We are extremely excited for 2022, to move forward into our 54™ year, and leave all 
traces of the pandemic in the history books.

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RUTLAND REDEVELOPEMENT AUTHORITY 


Formed by Charter in 1989 the Rutland Redevelopment Authority (RRA) has historically 
served as Rutland City’s community and economic development entity. Under the Charter 
the RRA was established to reduce the property tax burden on residential homeowners, 
redevelop dilapidated and blighted structures, revitalize the commercial and industrial 
sectors of the economy, and promote economic opportunity for all citizens. 


Under an agreement for services with the city the RRA has been directed to specifically 
focus on the following five areas. 1) Grant Administration: The RRA will serve as the 
primary grant administrative agent for the city 2) Grand List and Job Development: The 
RRA will work to increase or improve the quality of the grand list and increase jobs. 3) 
Blighted Property: The RRA will focus significant effort and resources to redevelop vacant 
and dilapidated structures. 4) Downtown Designation: The RRA will ensure that the city 
maintains its State granted designation. 5) Planning: The RRA will perform planning duties 
in coordination with other City entities and represent the City and its interests in related 
planning initiatives. 


The RRA consists of two staff, an Executive Director and a Grant Administrator, and is 
overseen by a nine-member Board of Commissioners. 


An update on efforts related to each area follows. 


Grant Administration: As illustrated in the chart below the RRA has been active in applying 
for new grants and administering existing grants for various City projects and initiatives. 
The RRA will continue to seek both State and Federal grant funding sources to offset and 
leverage local investment in economic and community development initiatives and 
infrastructure improvements.

Grand List and Job Development: Specific to economic development the RRA’s role is 
to provide new or existing businesses with professional and confidential assistance 
related to site selection, financing, job creation incentives, workforce training, and all 
other factors related to their decision to invest, or to continue to re-invest, in Rutland 
City. 





In recent years the RRA has developed, and the City has adopted, a number of innovative 
business incentive programs including property tax stabilization, water/wastewater rate 
reduction discounts, and a Business Incentive and Assistance Program (BIAP). In FY ‘21 
a number of businesses have taken advantage of these opportunities. The list of new or 
expanding Rutland City businesses utilizing the City’s incentives includes: Holotype 
Health, LLC, Healthy Design, Ltd. Co., McNeil & Reedy, and Delicious Tamales. 


This past year saw the continued hardship inflicted on most Rutland City businesses by 
the COVID-19 pandemic. In response, in March, 2020 the RRA developed and 
facilitated an Emergency Loan Provision utilizing existing funds from the City’s 
Business Incentive and Assistance Program. Through this program small loans were 
made to 22 struggling Rutland City small businesses for a total of $140,000. In FY’ 21, 
as loans became due, the RRA worked with many of these small businesses to develop 
loan-repayment options when appropriate. 


The RRA continues to promote the city as an attractive destination for new business 
investment and continues to play a significant role in the Rutland Regional Marketing 
Initiative “Real Rutland” which is focused on promoting the region and attracting new 
residents and business investment. After a hiatus due to the COVID pandemic this important 
initiative is underway once again. 


During FY’21 the RRA continued to focus on enhancing pedestrian safety and economic 
vitality in the downtown. The recent gateway improvement initiative has seen the successful 
implementation of significant improvements along the Strongs Avenue, Merchants Row, 
and West Street corridor in recent years. In FY’ 21 a grant for enhanced downtown 
pedestrian wayfinding signage was secured and a joint steering committee of RRA 
commissioners and Downtown Rutland Partnership (DRP) members has overseen the 
design and planning for these new wayfinding signs. It is anticipated that installation will 
be completed this fiscal year. 
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This past year the RRA, DRP, and Rutland Regional Planning Commission (RRPC) 
continued collaborative work towards developing and promoting an enhanced Center Street 
streetscape initiative. The second year of this initiative led to an increase in outdoor seating 
for local restaurants and businesses, enhance pedestrian use, and an increase in the overall 
economic vitality of Downtown. 


Blighted Properties: The past year saw the City’s continued efforts to divest City owned 
properties, primarily attained via tax sale, back into private ownership through the City 
Owned Property initiative. The RRA plays a significant role in this process by 
recommending future use and serving on a steering committee where potential applicant 
review and sale recommendation occurs. This program has been largely successful in 





getting multiple vacant and uninhabitable properties redeveloped and back into productive 
use. 


The City’s Vacant/Blighted Residential Tax Stabilization program is another tool in 
facilitating private redevelopment of blighted properties. This innovative program allows 
eligible applicants to purchase and rehabilitate a vacant and blighted residential housing unit 
and receive preferential tax treatment on the value of the improvements. 


Downtown Designation: The State’s downtown designation makes Rutland City eligible for 
additional state and federal funding opportunities. The RRA is responsible for applying on 
behalf of the city for re-designation by the State’s Downtown Board. The City’s designation 
is currently valid until 2023. 





Planning: The RRA continues to take a lead role in facilitating several exciting planning 
initiatives within the city. 


This past year saw successful redevelopment activity at the former College of Saint 
Joseph campus with the RRA helping to facilitate the City’s successful purchase of the 
former CSJ gymnasium to serve as the new Community Center for the Recreation and 
Parks Department. Activity included securing a $350,000 grant for the acquisition and 
working on required state approvals. Related to the CSJ campus the RRA has continued 
working to engage interest from potential private developers and in FY’21 has been 
working with a Florida based developer, Heartland Development, as they continue 
planning for a senior living facility at that site. 


In the previous year the RRA and DRP facilitated a process for an updated Downtown 
Strategic Plan for the City. Throughout most of the past year public engagement and study 
were conducted with a final report, including recommendations for next steps and 
strategies for implementation, completed in May, 2020. FY’ 21 saw some 
implementation occur with the Center Street streetscape improvement initiative, Plaza 
redevelopment planning, and continued focus on facilitating downtown housing and 
commercial investment. 
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In conjunction with the ongoing Center Street initiative a scoping study has been undertaken 
to determine a future design concept for this area of the downtown. Grant funding was 
secured and a consulting engineer has kicked off the planning with initial community 
engagement and stakeholder input gathering. 


The RRA staff worked with the Rutland City Planning Commission to update the City’s 
municipal plan which was adopted by the Board of Aldermen on June, 15, 2020. RRA staff 
and commissioners are also serving on a Zoning by-laws advisory committee which is 
assisting the City’s planning commission with a comprehensive re-write of the current 
zoning by-laws. 


Ongoing RRA planning projects and initiatives include facilitating the development of more 
city-wide market rate rental property and the repurposing of downtown Rutland’s vacant 
upper-level space into market rate residential housing. 


The RRA also continues to plan for and facilitate the redevelopment of vacant or 
underutilized industrial properties within the City and has recently introduced the proposal 
for a Tax Increment Finance District to be established within the City.

ANNUAL REPORT TO THE CITIZENS OF THE CITY

The Rutland Housing Authority (RHA) was created nearly 60 years ago to address “‘a 
shortage of safe and sanitary dwelling accommodations in the City of Rutland available to 
persons of low income at rentals they can afford” (City of Rutland, Board of Alderman, 
Resolution dated May 22, 1963). Funded by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), RHA built and managed three properties, two for elderly and non- 
elderly disabled residents at Templewood Court and Sheldon Towers (134 units) and one 
for families at the old Forest Park site (75 units) for a total of 209 apartments. In 2018 
RHA completed the redevelopment of the obsolete Forest Park. Today, 78 units of 
modern, energy efficient mixed-income housing have replaced what was a tired, isolated 
and unwelcoming “project” into a vibrant new Rutland neighborhood called Hickory 
Street apartments. The RHA is pleased to be working with Habitat for Humanity of 
Rutland County to build three single family homes on the balance of the land on Hickory 
Street. Thanks in part to our donation of property; three deserving families will get to 
fulfill their dreams of home ownership. Construction is slated to begin in 2022. 


The RHA currently administers 308 Section 8 Housing Choice Vouchers, which enable 
low-income families to secure high quality rental units from local landlords. Eighty-nine 
of these vouchers are targeted to non-elderly, disabled participants. The RHA is currently 
partnering with the Housing Trust of Rutland County to place 19 vouchers in their new 
Lincoln Place permanent supportive housing project at the old IHM School. 


Our various housing programs provide affordable housing to nearly 500 families 
including many with children, elders and people with disabilities. In 2020 Housing 
Initiatives, Inc., an affiliate of the RHA, secured a Vermont Coronavirus Relief grant to 
build Rutland Area Bridge Housing at 101 US Route 4 East. This transitional housing 
program is designed to serve the homeless and provides housing and supportive services 
to individuals and families seeking permanent, affordable housing and economic self- 
sufficiency. Two of the eight units are for homeless patients being discharged from the 
hospital; one is for homeless youth working with the Mentor Connector, five are for 
general occupancy and the nineth houses a live-in site coordinator. We are particularly 
grateful to the Rutland Regional Medical Center for their leadership in securing 
community support for the project and to our many donors who helped make Bridge a 
reality. 


Recognized for its commitment to service-enriched housing, the RHA provides resident 
service coordination at its housing sites. Additionally, we serve as the Designated 
Regional Housing Organization for the Support and Services at Home (SASH) Program. 
This interagency system for care management assists Medicare-eligible participants with 
chronic care management, successful transitions from in-patient settings and healthy 
aging-in-place. Services are provided at a number of housing sites and in the community 
county wide. Nearly 500 individuals benefit from these services which have proven to 
increase quality of life while decreasing emergency room use, hospitalizations and 
Medicare costs. 
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It is with deep sadness that we acknowledge the passing of two RHA Commissioners, 
Beverly “Tina” Johnson, and Father Andrew Carlson. Tina and Andrew provided 
exemplary service to the organization and are sorely missed. 


Finally, we would like to express our appreciation for the support that the Authority has 
received from all City Departments, the Rutland Redevelopment Authority, and the many 
agencies that have partnered with us to provide affordable, service-enriched, safe and 
high-quality housing to the citizens of the Rutland Region.

To the Citizens of Rutland City: 


In a global pandemic, Rutland City Public Schools continued to make its focus Every 
Student, Every Day. Despite the challenges to education that were so well-reported over the 
year in the national and Vermont media, RCPS never wavered from its commitment to 
providing our students a world-class education that met the needs of each individual. This 
year, we paid particular attention to students who may have struggled with the effects of the 
pandemic. At the same time, we continued to innovate and grow, knowing that expectations 
for our students in the workplace and in civil society do not let up even as this global crisis 
continues. In fact, a strong education in this era is more important than ever. We continued 
to make a special focus the health and safety of our community, working to ensure that our 
schools would be safe places for our students. In so doing, we were conscious of the 
economic needs of our community, particularly those of working parents. Our commitment 
to keeping schools open despite adversity aligned with the many ways that RCPS is 
committed to our vision statement: RCPS cultivates a passionate, diverse, and resilient 
community of critical thinkers who learn with purpose, create innovative and responsible 
solutions, and lead lives of integrity. 


Here is a quick overview of our schools in order to inform our community. At the time of this 
writing in early fall, 2021, Northeast and Northwest Primary Schools each serve approximately 
200 students in kindergarten through grade 2. The Library Avenue complex of Rutland 
Intermediate School (510 students) and Rutland Middle School (240 students) serves students 
in grades 3-8. The Stratton Road complex provides opportunities for high school students from 
around the county, 805 students at Rutland High School and 240 students at Stafford Technical 
Center. Additionally, over 400 adults take part in our Adult Education Program. Stafford 
programs continue to support educational and training opportunities for both the youth and 
adult populations of Rutland County. RCPS also offers personalized education opportunities at 
other locations across the city, including our Allen Street Campus, Grove Street Campus, our 
Bridges Program at RMS, and the Pierpoint Learning Center associated with Northeast and 
Northwest. As of September, 2021, RCPS enrollment increased by forty students from the 
previous September. In addition, Rutland High School draws over 170 tuition students from 
towns throughout the county. 


RCPS continues to offer our students exceptional academics, co-curricular activities, and 
support services for every student to succeed. We work hard to develop opportunities for 
reflection and growth. Our goal always is that ALL students will learn. A sample of such 
offerings includes a large number of Advanced Placement and honors courses; the 
enhancement of modern technology and STEM spaces at all grade levels; the continued 
development of STEM and Global Studies curricula; the unique educational approach of our 
Allen Street campus and the Pierpoint Learning Center; a fine arts program that has received 
national recognition; our afterschool program — Tapestry and EPIC — that offers hundreds of 
students enrichment, tutoring, counseling, cultural, and recreational opportunities; a Unified 
Sports program nationally recognized by Special Olympics; a technical center that provides a 
broad range of offerings combined with learning at the post-secondary level; a strong 
relationship with community partners, including Rutland Mental Health Services, Rutland 
County Head Start, the Department of Child and Family Services, the Rutland Regional 
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Medical Center, and Rutland’s Police and Fire Departments. 


In recent years, Rutland High School and Stafford Technical Center have been recognized 
for school improvement work by national educational organizations. Most notably, both 
received high accolades in the decennial accreditation of each through the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges. 


Looking toward the future, the district has begun a journey toward continued reflection. 
Through the support of federal funds of the Elementary and Secondary School Emergency 
Relief grant, RCPS began a review of its practices, with particular focus on four broad 
categories: social emotional learning and mental health; engagement and truancy; 
academic achievement; and safe and healthy schools. This includes a district review and 
focus on addressing persistent opportunity gaps and growing a culture of belonging. The 
next step after review is a planning process to implement goals for districtwide growth, 
addressing the specific needs of our students. This three-year financial support presents 
us the opportunity to continue the transformation that the district has made over the last 
decade. 


We at Rutland City Public Schools strive to offer a world-class education at a reasonable 
per pupil cost, comparable to the state average cost for education. In doing so, the district 
has also leant its support in research and advocating for the goals of the University of 
Vermont Weighting Study of Vermont’s education funding formula. While we work to meet 
the diverse needs of our students at a favorable price, we advocate that the state reconsider 
the cost of educating students of diverse needs and backgrounds. 


Even while contending with the global pandemic, staff members of the Rutland City Schools 
are committed to serving the students and families of Rutland City, striving to provide the 
very best possible education for our community.

I am pleased to report that the financial condition of the city is sound for the year ended 
June 30, 2021. The FY21 audit financial reports are not available at the time of this 
printing. The audit fieldwork will begin in November 2021 and will be completed on a 
timely basis to meet state and federal compliance requirements. 


The mission of the Treasurer’s office is to ensure that the financial resources of the City 
of Rutland are managed and accounted for in an effective and efficient manner. In the 
Treasurer’s office, we strive to provide financial information in a timely, accurate and 
meaningful format and continually work toward financial and operational improvements 
while providing professional service. 


The daily duties in the Treasurer’s office include, collecting payments for taxes and 
water/sewer accounts, processing accounts receivable, accounts payable, and payroll. 
Property tax and water/sewer billing and collection continue to be a major task and often 
payment agreements can be worked out to assist tax payers who fall behind. 


In addition to providing services to the general public, the Treasurer’s office also 
provides support to all City Departments. Monthly financial reports, including cash 
balance reports and delinquency summary reports are presented to the Board of 
Alderman. Accurate and timely financial reporting is necessary. Detailed financial 
reports and information are available on the city website. These reports include interim 
financial reports, annual audited financial statements and annual pension valuation 
statements. Visit the city website at www.rutlandcity.org for detailed financial 
information. 





Staffing is a crucial part of being able to accomplish the variety of tasks performed by the 
Treasurer’s office. My sincere thank you to the Treasurer’s office team, including, Dawn 
Curtis, Michelle Delpha, Kandace Kenny, Brittany Fitzsimmons, Cathy Koponen and 
Lynne Holmquist. I appreciate your hard work and dedicated service to the taxpayers and 
residents of the city. 


In March, our former collections account clerk, Katie Langlois was elected as the new 
City Assessor. In her time in the Treasurer’s office, Katie elevated the overall collection 
process. As Assessor, Katie will continue to serve the public well. 


I look forward to the year ahead. The city was awarded $4.5million in grant funding 
through the American Rescue Plan (ARPA). These funds present the city with 
opportunity for programs and projects that will greatly benefit the entire Rutland 
community.
